To drop to second placo 
was an obvious blow for Sten- 
mark.

GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
CONDEMNS ISRAEL 


New York. The UN General 
Assembly emergency session Inis 
adopted a resolution by a 86 to 
21 vote with 34 absontlons, den- 
ouncing the Illegal Israel an- 
nexation of Syrlo's Golan 
Heights. 

The General Assembly urged 
all states- members of the UN to 
reiruln from supplying Tel Aviv 
with arms and military equip- 
ment. to suspend economic, fin- 
ancial and technical cooperation, 
and to sever diplomatic, trade 
and cultural relalluns with Is- 
rael. Iherelore completely Iso- 
lating the country. 

The resolution calls [or a com- 


plete and unconditional Hraoli 
withdrawn! from the l%7 oc- 
cupied Palestinian mid Ar.ih 
ldndi. Including Juius.ilein. 
which is essential lo the i*-.lah- 
llsliment ol peace In the Middle 
East. The General Assembly de- 
clared precisely In this respect 
that Israel's actions conlniii that 
it is not a peace-loving nalirtn.

FOR MILITARY RESPONSE 


Now York. Tho Reagan ad- 
ministration i s Retting ready for 
a military rcsponso to develop- 
ments In El Salvador. wrLtes

Tho National Security Coun- 
cil in Washington Is hastily 
studying last year's military 
pinna in order to decide which 
to put into effect. One proposal 
is to dispatch American troops 
to 13 Salvador; another envi- 
sage sending mora military ad- 
visors; and a third suggests the 
creation of a "cordon santtalro" 
of Amorican troops stationed 
on the borders between El Sal- 
vador, Honduras and Nicaragua. 


NEW UWS TO BOLSTER APARTHEID 


Pretoria. The South Alrlcou 
parliament Ib to approve a num- 
ber of new national security 
laws designed to curb "terrorist 
activities”, a term Pretoria ap- 
plies to tho civil rights move- 
ment which seeks to put au end 
to tho Inhuman opoTlliohl sys- 
tem. 

Under the new laws, persona 
■hollering or biding "toirortoU" 
or even falling to report Ihcli 
presence will be liable for 20- 
to 25-year fall sentences. South 


African police will be given 
the right to Impose a 30-day 
"preventive" detention sen- 
tence or, with authority from 
the minister for Internal affairs, 
a "pravontlve" sentence or up 
to Blx months. Dcto)noe9, more- 
over, may be refused access to 
their lawyers. Telephone tap- 
ping and the opening of loiters 
is to be made legal while press 
censorship will be stepped up. 
Tho now laws amount to noth- 
ing loss than arbitrary rule by 
tho police.

Reagan’s Polish myths and

While President Reagan was 
trumpeting his love of the work- 
ing dess In front of the cameras 
In fhe recent Infamous anff-PoHsh 
Hop of a TV show end asserting 
Hi rlgM to work and to reap the 
frulli of Its labour, workers were 
bolng killed In nearby El Salva- 
dor along with their children, 
wives, mothers and lathers, as 
well as peasants and students. 
US-made weapons and Ihugs 
trained by American Instructors 
were responsible. 

The reactionary Junta brought 
lo power In a 1978 coup by

Melodious songs from Voronezh, characteristic 
choral -s luglng from Ryazan, the noble patterns of 
northern melodies, songs from Kursk, Lipetsk aud 
Smolenk— are to mention only a few of the throe 
hundred and more discoveries which the singer 
has resurrected from the Inexhaustible world of 
folk song. Her strong voice, amazing movements 
and severe gestures convey the mood of each 
song she sings, be It majestic. Jocular or a dance 
rhythm. 

Lyudmila's repertoire Includes songs slio has 
heard since childhood. In addition to those 
recorded daring folklore expeditions by Btudeuts 
and teachers at the Gnesslny Music and Pedagog- 
ical Institute where she is a fourth-year student. 
For her repertoire Lyudihlla always chooses songs 
she Is In sympathy with. "To find an unknown or 
forgotten song Is only the beginning," she snys. 
"If 1 were to present a song exactly 
as It wns sung by our great-grandmothers, 
it would be nothing more than a museum piece. 
Therefore 1 try either to give the song a new 
subject or to breathe new life Into It by playing 
on the melody. This I hope makes It ot Interest 
to the audience."

THERE ARE 
BETTER TIMES AHEAD 


Armco International Is pre- 
pared to continue trade with the 
Soviet Union, the firm’s Vice- 
President, Edward Perper, said In 
a TASS interview Jn Moscow. 

We have undertaken awarding 
business contacts with the USSR 
for many years now, he stressed. 
Armco, America's third largest 
steel company, Is also Involved 
In manufacturing equipment for 
the oil industry and lusirument- 
making. We have, for Instance, 
sold to the Soviet Union a unit 
for drilling oil wells in the Cas- 
pian and other off-shore drilling 
equipment. Recently we signed a 
contract for tho delivery of 
granulomoters, on Instrument 
that markedly improves the per- 
formonce of mining and dressing 
factories. 

Regrettably, ho continued, tho 
US administration has lately 
launched economic sanctions 
against tho USSR, and these 


have disrupted on already 
existing contract for the cons- 
truction in the USSR of a 
dynamo steel plant, causing 
million dollar losses. America, 
too, has lost since this dis- 
rupted contract could have 
created many jobs, vital In o 
state of high unemployment. In- 
stead, the Soviet Union's order 
was taken up by a West Euro- 
pean firm. 

Over the years of detente, 
Perper stressed, Soviet foreign 
trade organizations hove got used 
to the good working relations 
existing with American firms, 
however now they ora growing 
sceptical, for there appears no 
guarantee for fulfilling a cont- 
ract. 

It will come as no surprise (o 
me, lio Btrossed, if they change 
their orientation to firms In 
other countries, as was the case 
with Armco.
